PRESIDENT'S  REPORT

cellence and  never  is  a  problem  too  large  or  too  small  for  him 
to  offer  wise  counsel.  A  devoted  friend  to  many  of  us  here,  we 
want  you  all  to  meet  and  recognize  Mr.  R.  Reginald  Rooke, 
the  second  recipient  of  the  Outstanding  Alumnus  of  the  Year 
Award. 


I  believe  that  a  year  ago  I  stood  before  you  and  made  an 
acceptance  speech  by  mumbling  a  few  words  about  the  out- 
standing job  O.  T.  was  doing;  therefore,  my  tasks  would  be 
much  easier.  What  a  ridiculous  statement  that  turned  out  to 
be!  O.  T.  did,  indeed,  do  a  fantastic  job  and  was  so  forward 
thinking  that  I  ve  spent  the  first  five  months  of  my  tenure 
running  from  one  meeting  to  another  attempting  to  imple- 
ment only  a  few  of  the  proposed  projects  for  this  >'ear! 

Now  I  know  too  well  why  he  smiled  in  his  all  knowing  way 
when  I  arrived  on  the  scene  with  an  attache  case  about  one- 
third  as  large  as  the  one  Im  now  using,  and  I'm  certain  that 
by  the  time  my  son  returns  from  camp,  I'll,  no  doubt,  need 
his  footlocker! 

I  could  spind  much  time  discussing  with  you  such  things 
as  the  enthusiastic  and  noisy  dance  which  we  sponsored  in 
conjunction  with  the  MCV  Foundation  for  the  graduating 
classes.  Or,  the  delightful  trips  to  the  numerous  alumni  chap- 
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ter  meetings  in  Virginia  and  neighboring  states  where  I  made 
many  new  friends  and  saw  "old"  ones  (only  a  figure  of 
speech,  you  understand),  such  as  the  dentist  who  worked  as  a 
nursing  assistant  during  his  student  da>'s  but  now  has  a 
thriving  practice  in  Tidewater;  the  pharmacist  I  used  to  gi\e 
such  a  difficult  time  and  now  he  is  no  longer  a  pharmacist  but 
a  radiologist  in  North  Carolina;  the  former  medical  student 
who  suffered  through  staff  medicine  on  the  fifth  floor  with  Dr. 
Kinloch  Nelson  and  a  head  nurse  named  Whitlock,  but  sur- 
vived it  all  and  now  manages  to  see  patients  and  keep  up  with 
his  investment  interest  in  a  restaurant  and  motel  in  West 
Virginia.  Then  there  have  been  those  lo\al  classmates  I 
haven  t  seen  for  years  who  have  dragged  their  long-suffering 
husbands  out  on  a  Tuesday  night  to  say  "hello.  "  These  are 
only  a  few  of  the  fun  experiences  of  my  job  this  year.  I  think, 
however,  I  had  better  take  this  time  and  opportunity  to  share 
with  you  some  more  serious  encounters  which  you  should  be 
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aware  of.  I  would  hope  that  at  the  close  of  this  week  end  you 
would  return  home  and  reflect  on  these  matters. 

Many  things  have  transpired — some  of  large  and  some  of 
small  consequence,  since  Dr.  O.  T.  Graham  presented  the  last 
annual  report  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  of  VCU.  I  shall 
attempt  as  briefly  as  possible  to  bring  you  up  to  date. 

As  you  have  no  doubt  noticed,  we  changed  the  format 
somewhat  for  several  issues  of  The  Scarab,  in  which  we 
featured  a  particular  school  in  a  single  issue.  We  look  forward 
to  providing  other  such  featured  issues  and  hope  that  they 
will  be  informative  and  well  received. 

As  Dr.  Graham  pointed  out  a  year  ago,  it  is  the  concensus 
that  your  Alumni  Association  should  not  only  continue  its 
work  with  the  individual  chapters,  reunion  activities,  and 
student  relations,  but  should  broaden  its  activities  and  efforts 
to: 

1.  Assist  with  recruitment  of  students,  staff,  and  faculty  on 
this  campus. 

2.  Assist  the  administration  with  public  and  professional 
relations. 

3.  Assist  the  University  administration  by  contacting  rep- 
resentatives in  all  phases  of  government  and  by  appear- 
ing before  the  Legislature  to  urge  support  for  budgetary 
and  other  relevant  programs  affecting  the  College  and 
the  University. 

4.  Help  to  promote  program  developments  such  as  the 
Cancer  Center. 

5.  Provide  financial  support  for  the  endowment  of  chairs  at 
MCV,  the  Eminent  Scholar  Program,  and  the  Alumni 
Association  s  Endowment  Fund. 

6.  Maintain  a  viable  Alumni  Association  on  the  MCV  cam- 
pus. 

In  an  effort  to  establish  a  common  ground  whereby  we,  as 
an  alumni  association,  can  best  be  of  assistance  to  our  alma 
mater  and  our  alumni,  now  and  in  the  future,  your  executive 
committee  has  addressed  itself  to  these  and  other  issues,  in 
both  written  and  verbal  communication  with  Doctor 
Temple,  his  staff,  and  various  University  officials. 

1.  (A)  In  regards  to  Recruitment:  We  have  offered;  in 

fact  requested  to  be  invited  to  participate  in  eval- 
uating candidates  to  fill  departmental  chairmen 
and  deanship  vacancies.  Since  this  request  was 
made  we  have  not  participated  in  such  matters.  I 
would  expect  and  hope  that  this  would  be  rectified 
in  the  near  future,  however. 
(B)  As  for  the  selection  of  students:  Doctor  Temple  and 
Doctor  Neal  arranged  for  a  joint  meeting  of  the 
boards  of  the  MCV  Foundation,  the  VCU  Board  of 
Visitors,  and  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  with  the 
deans  and  admissions  officers  of  the  various  schools 
at  MCV,  This  meeting,  held  yesterday,  proved  to 
be  enlightening  and  should  help  us  to  better  advise 
concerned  individuals  as  to  the  process  by  which 
students  are  accepted  to  study  on  the  MCV  cam- 
pus. 

2.  In  other  areas  of  public  and  community  relations.  Doc- 
tor Temple  has  suggested  that  he  chair  monthly  meet- 
ings between  our  executive  committee  and  his  staff. 
Thus  far  we  have  held  meetings  on  April  30  and  May 
27.  Whereas  we  haven't  always  been  in  total  agreement. 
I  can  unequivocally  say  that  these  meetings'have  been 
frank,  forthright,  and,  I  believe,  will  lead  to  a  better 
appreciation  and  understanding  of  each  other's  view- 
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point.  Additionally,  at  our  executive  and  Board  meet- 
ings yesterday  we  agreed  to  appoint  three  memf>ers  to 
serve  on  an  ad  hoc  committee  to  plan  for  the  formation 
of  an  advisory  council  for  the  University. 

3.  In  regard  to  the  need  for  assisting  the  University  with 
contacting  government  representatives — this  is  an 
area  our  alumni  have  always  been  actively  and  inde- 
pendently involved  in  and  have  offered  their  whole- 
hearted support:  this  year  was  no  exception!  Your  pres- 
ident attended  three  legislative  sessions  and  many  of 
you  contacted  your  representatives.  There  were  budget- 
ary cuts  made  in  some  area,  but  it  would  appear  that  we 
will  receive  the  funds  for  the  new  hospital  and  we  also 
have  new  laundry  facilities  for  the  hospital.  We  are  all 
most  grateful  for  your  supporti 

4.  In  the  area  of  helping  to  support  program  devel- 
opments such  as  the  Cancer  Center — 

(A)  Your  president  has  attended  all  meetings  of  the 
Policy  Advisor}'  Committee  for  the  Cancer  Center. 

(B)  Just  this  morning  we  had  an  opportunit)  to  attend 
an  informative  multidisciplinary  scientific  assem- 
bly on  head  and  neck  cancer,  which  was  coordi- 
nated by  Doctor  Banks,  codirector  of  the 
MCV/VCU  Cancer  Center. 

The  Cancer  Center  has  been  identified  by  the 
Board  of  Visitors  of  VCU  as  the  number  one  prior- 
ity for  fund-raising  emphasis.  Yesterday  at  our 
Board  meeting  we  again  went  on  record  as  for- 
mally endorsing  the  Cancer  Center  effort.  At  the 
same  time  several  members  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee agreed  to  assist  with  fund  raising  for  the 
Center  with  the  stipulation  that  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation be  given  recognition  for  their  efforts.  We 
also  plan  to  give  this  Cancer  Center  effort  publicit\ 
in  The  Scarab. 

5,  As  for  the  need  to  provide  financial  support — this  has 
proven  to  be  one  of  the  most  troublesome  areas  for  us 
to  reach  agreement  with  the  University  administra- 
tion as  to  how  it  can  best  be  accomplished.  To  date  \  our 
Board  has  done  some  research  as  to  the  methods  used 
by  U.  Va,,  Wharton  Graduate  School,  and  various 
alumni  associations  which  conduct  fund-raising  actiN  i- 
ties.  We  have  a  competent  fund-raising  committee 
named  and  standing  by  to  meet.  \\  e  have  established 
the  Alumni  Association  Endowment  Fund  with  the 
$5,000  donation  which  the  Alumni  Association  of 
MCV  contributed  as  a  starter-base  donation.  A  com- 
mittee has  also  been  named  to  o\ersee  the  use  of  this 
fund. 

6,  At  our  last  meeting  with  Doctor  Temple,  it  was  agreed 
that  we  should  proceed  with  solicitation  for  the 
Alumni  Endow  ment  Fund.  HopefulK  we  will  soon  iron 
out  our  differences  concerning  other  fund-raising  proj- 
ects. For  the  present,  however.  I  urge  \"ou  to  use  the 
celebration  of  a  birthda\  or  anni\ersar\  and  even  the 
remembrance  to  a  berea\ed  famiK  to  make  a  donation 
to  the  MC\'  Alumni  .Association  or  the  MCN"  Alumni 
Endowment  Fund, 

7,  The  need  to  maintain  a  viable  alumni  association  on 
the  MCV  Campus  is  a  matter  for  serious  reflection. 
Your  alumni  association  had  its  beginning  S7  \ears  aso 
through  the  efforts  of  some  concerned  and  interested 
ph\sicians.  Within  seven  years  "The  Society.  "  as  it  was 
called,  had  expanded  to  include  dentistr>   and  phar- 
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macy — long  before  it  was  in  vogue  to  take  a  "team 
approach"  to  medical  center  matters.  Today  we  remain 
an  independent  organization  and  represent  close  to 
14,000  living  alumni  in  the  fields  of  nursing,  allied 
health,  and  basic  science  and  graduate  studies  as  well 
as  medicine,  dentistry,  and  pharmacy.  This  makes  our 
association  very  unique.   This  uniqueness  can  be  our 
greatest  weakness  or  our  greatest  strength — this  is  up  to 
you. 
I   believe  there  must  be  strength  politically  and  finan- 
cially when  alumni  join  together  to  work  for  the  total  good 
of  this  great  medical  center — MCV!  This  oneness  and  work- 
ing together  in  no  way  precludes  or  prevents  efforts  from 
being  made  for  specific  projects  such  as  the  eminent  scholars 
program,  endowment  of  chairs  for  individual  schools,  and  the 
Cancer  Center.    Likewise,   I  can  only  see  these  efforts  as 
ultimately  being  of  great  benefit  to  the  total  University  as 
well. 

This  strong  belief  in  the  MCV  Alumni  Association,  its  past 
accomplishments  and  need  to  reach  its  potential,  led  me  to 
establish  an  evaluation  committee.  This  committee  was 
composed  of  representatives  from  each  of  the  disciplines  on 
this  campus  and  included  several  past  presidents.  They  were 
charged  with  the  evaluation  of  our  Association,  and  to  deter- 
mine if  we  should: 

(A)  merge  with  the  VCU  Alumni  Association  and  give  up 
our  independent  status, 

(B)  dissolve  the  Alumni  Association  altogether,  liquidate 
our  assets,  and  turn  them  over  to  the  MCV  Founda- 
tion as  provided  in  our  own  certificate  of  in- 
corporation, 

(C)  remain  independent  and  work  to  strengthen  our 
membership  and  financial  base. 

Following  several  meetings  and  much  soul-searching,  the 
committee  reluctantly  recommended  that  due  to  the  poten- 


tial erosion  of  our  membership  by  the  formation  of  splinter 
groups,  apathy  on  the  part  of  some  alumni,  and  the  financial 
stresses  of  the  times  the  Alumni  Association  of  MCV  should 
be  dissolved  and  all  assets  turned  over  to  the  MCV  Founda- 
tion. 

Having  received  this  recommendation,  a  called  meeting 
of  the  Board,  with  all  past  presidents  being  urged  to  attend, 
was  held.  It  proved  to  be  a  lively  meeting  to  say  the  least! 
The  evaluation  committee's  recommendations  were  re- 
jected and  the  Board  voted  overwhelmingly  to  remain  a 
joint,  or  multidiciplinary,  independent  alumni  association. 
This  conclusion  was  reached  knowing  there  is  much  work  to 
be  done — the  demands  and  opportunities  are  great! 

Your  executive  committee  has  given  freely  of  their  time. 
Your  Board  and  past  presidents  have  responded,  often  com- 
ing from  great  distances.  They  care  and  have  the  will — DO 
YOU? 

If  your  answer  is  affirmative  we  urge  you  to — 

(1)  Keep  abreast  of  policies,  projects,  openings,  and  ap- 
pointments to  key  administrative  positions.  Visit  your 
school  and  the  hospital.  Ask  questions.  Speak  Out. 
Let  us  hear  from  you. 

(2)  At  the  very  least  make  your  voting  contribution  and 
then  VOTE.  Make  additional  contributions  when 
possible. 

(3)  Attend  chapter  meetings,  all  reunion  activities,  and 
especially  the  annual  meeting. 

In  a  word— PARTICIPATE 

Doctor  Sanger  urged  us  to  remain  active  and  independ- 
ent, to  offer  constructive  criticism,  creative  thinking,  and 
support.  This  administration  also  agrees  we  have  much  to 
ofl[er,  so  do  I,  so  does  your  Board.  We  will  be  waiting  to  hear 
from  you.  Thank  you

SECRETARY'S  REPORT 


The  Board  of  Trustees  met  on  September  21  at  the  Alumni 
House.  Attendance  was  excellent.  Also  present  were  Dr. 
Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  Jr.,  and  Dr.  Lauren  A.  Woods. 

Doctor  Blanton  thanked  the  Board  for  their  continuing 
help.  Doctor  Woods  brought  the  Board  up  to  date  concerning 
the  College.  He  said  there  were  two  new  chairmen  in  the 
basic  sciences  department.  Twenty-three  hundred  students 
were  on  campus,  the  largest  enrollment  ever. 

Doctor  Tucker  presented  a  brief  financial  statement  which 
shpwed  some  decrease  in  '75  over  '74. 

In  the  executive  committee  report,  it  was  stated  that  the 
committee  had  met  on  September  20.  They  were  notified  that 
the  changes  in  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation  had  been  filed 
and  approved  by  the  State  Corporation  Commission. 

"The  committee  recommends  to  facilitate  the  changes  in 
the  composition  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  following 
changes  be  implemented.  For  the  three-year  term  beginning 
January  1,  1977,  two  candidates  from  the  school  of  medicine, 
two  from  dentistry,  one  from  pharmacy,  two  from  nursing, 
one  from  medical  technology,  one  from  physical  therapy,  and 
one  from  graduate  school  be  elected. 

"Over  600  letters  were  sent  out  to  alumni  who  had  paid 
regularly  until  recently.  We  received  money  from   191  of 
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these  and  16  letters  with  comments  and  no  money.  Over  800 
letters  were  sent  to  alumni  who  paid  last  year  but  have  not 
paid  this  year.  We  received  monies  from  206  alumni.  " 

A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  have  the  reunion  ban- 
quet at  the  Commonwealth  Club.  Mr.  R.  Reginald  Rooke 
reported  for  the  MCV  Foundation  and  said  it  was  going  well 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Baskerville  and  Mrs.  Bailey.  He 
also  said  his  committee  would  meet  to  make  recommenda- 
tions for  the  use  of  the  $5,000  which  had  been  donated  to  the 
MCV  Endowment  Fund  within  the  Foundation. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  met  on  January  25  and  again  atten- 
dance was  very  good.  Mrs.  Frances  W.  Kay,  president, 
thanked  Dr.  O.  T.  Graham,  Jr.,  and  his  family  for  his  untiring 
efl^orts  on  behalf  of  the  Association  and  MCV. 

Doctor  Blanton  told  the  Board  about  the  proposed  changes 
in  the  financing  of  the  new  $99  million  hospital  which  was  to 
be  presented  to  the  Legislature. 

The  executive  committee  report  stated  the  committee  had 
met  on  January  9  with  Dr.  T.  Edward  Temple  and  Dr.  M. 
Pinson  Neal,  Jr.  The  committee  went  into  executive  session  to 
discuss  pertinent  matters  and  problems  which  have  existed 
between  the  administration  and  the  association. 

Mrs.  Kay  expressed  her  regrets  at  the  absence  of  Dr.  T.

Edward  Temple  at  this  Board  meeting  whom  she  had  hoped 
would  bring  to  light  some  of  the  issues  discussed  and  answer 
some  of  the  questions  we  had  asked. 

Dr.  James  T.  Tucker,  editor  of  The  Scarab,  said  he  had 
asked  Doctor  Temple  if  he  thought  our  magazine  should  be 
continued  and  Doctor  Temple  had  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

The  executive  committee  polled  by  mail  approved  a  dance 
for  the  graduates  on  May  13. 

A  called  meeting  of  the  Board  to  which  all  past  presidents 
of  the  Association  were  invited  was  held  on  April  25  which 
actions  Mrs.  Kay  has  included  in  her  report. 

On  motion  of  Mrs.  Cantrell,  seconded  by  Doctor  Graham, 
it  was  moved  and  passed  unanimously  that  the  Association 
actively  pursue  fund  raising  for  the  various  schools. 

Copies  of  all  correspondence  concerning  these  actions  are 
available  upon  request. 

The  executive  committee  met  with  Dr.  T.  Edward 
Temple,  Mr.  Ralph  M.  Ware,  and  Mr.  James  Dunn  on  April 
30  to  discuss  further  the  problems. 

The  Board  met  on  June  4  and  attendance  was  unusually 
good.  The  meeting  moved  along  without  any  undue  delay. 
The  executive  committee  has  met  twice  with  Doctor  Temple 
and  his  associates  and  in  the  meeting  on  April  29  Doctor 
Temple  confirmed  that  Dr.  M.  Pinson  Neal  is  the  proper 
official  at  MCV  to  contact  on  representation  from  MCV  at 
chapter  meetings.  He  also  was  to  remind  Doctor  Neal  that  at 
the  meeting  in  January,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation would  be  asked  to  name  a  representative  to  major 
search  committees  cognizant  of  the  special  requirements. 

It  was  suggested  by  the  executive  committee  again  that 
personal  letters  from  the  deans  be  sent  to  offspring  of  alumni 
who  were  refused  admission  to  MCV.  On  letters  from  alumni 
received  by  us,  they  should  be  acknowledged  and  copies  sent 
to  the  dean.  Doctor  Temple  said  he  did  not  object  to  our 
raising  funds  to  finance  the  MCV  Alumni  Association. 

Mr.  Dunn  said  VCU  Alumni  Activities  would  continue  to 
offer  services  to  splinter  groups  who  asked  for  them. 

Doctor  Temple  said  he  would  like  to  reconvene  the  com- 
mittee after  commencement  to  further  pursue  fund  raising, 
etc. 

In  the  meeting  on  May  27  Doctor  Temple  spoke  of  the 
meeting  planned  for  Friday,  June  4,  with  the  deans  on  admis- 
sions. 

Doctor  Temple  would  like  us  to  identify  alumni  or  corpo- 
rations who  would  contribute  to  the  Cancer  Center  which  is 
the  number  one  priority  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  and  to  set  up 
a  committee  or  mechanism  to  raise  funds  for  it.  Mrs.  Kay  said 
she  was  willing  to  continue  to  serve  on  the  Cancer  Center 
Committee  and  additional  committees  relating  to  work  for 
the  Cancer  Center. 

They  are  also  interested  in  our  help  in  securing  deferred 
gifts  and  funds  from  wills  and  trusts.  There  was  also  talk  of 
setting  up  estate  planning  seminars  for  our  alumni  in  various 


sections  of  the  Slate. 

Mr.  Ware  said  a  development  advisory  ctjuncil  for  the 
University  was  in  the  planning  stage  whose  memf>ers  would 
f)e  appointed  by  the  president  of  VCU.  First  an  ad  hoc 
committee  would  be  appointed  to  decide  how  the  committee 
would  function  and  how  it  would  be  composed. 

Doctor  Temple  replied  in  the  affirmative  to  Mrs.  Kay's 
question  as  to  solicitation  by  us  for  our  endowment  fund  in 
the  MCV  P'ouiidation. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  Doctor  Temple  that  before  an  answer 
could  be  given  to  his  requests  these  points  must  be  taken  up 
by  the  executive  committee  and  the  Board. 

The  executive  committee  met  on  Friday,  June  4,  and  rec- 
ognized the  Cancer  Center  drive  as  a  worthwhile  cause  de- 
serving first  priority  and  it  had  been  endorsed  formally  by  the 
Board.  Several  members  of  the  executive  ctimmittee  have 
expressed  willingness  to  assist  with  the  actual  fund  raising 
with  the  stipulation  that  the  MCV  Alumni  be  given  recogni- 
tion for  its  efforts  for  whatever  funds  are  raised.  We  will  give 
this  drive  publicity  in  The  Scarab. 

We  agreed  to  serve  on  an  ad  hoc  committee  and  will 
suggest  that  the  immediate  past  president,  the  president,  and 
the  president-elect  be  our  representatives. 

Reports  were  received  from  the  liaison  committee  for  stu- 
dent affairs.  It  was  reported  that  the  dance  for  the  graduates 
which  was  held  on  May  13  was  a  huge  success  and  the  cost 
this  year  was  less  than  for  previous  years.

For  years  I  looked  forward  with  happy  anticipation  to 
serving  the  MCV  Alumni  Association  in  any  capacity.  I  do 
not  look  forward  with  the  same  happy  anticipation  to  the  next 
18  months.  I  feel  that  this  Association  is  existing  in  rather 


trying  and  controversial  times.  P  know  many  sincere  and 
honest  hours  have  been  spent  in  serving  the  institution  b> 
man\  people  and  personally  feel  that  the  future  holds  man\ 
more  opportunities  for  service.

The  business  portion  of  the  meeting  was  concluded  and  Mrs.  Kay  introduced  Dr.  T.  Edward  Temple,  president  of  Mrginia 
Commonwealth  University. 


President  of  MCV/VCU 


I  am  pleased  to  share  with  you  some  of  the  experiences  I 
have  encountered  during  my  first  year  as  President  of  the 
University. 

When  I  worked  for  Linwood  Holton,  our  former  Governor, 
as  his  Secretar)  of  Administration,  I  approached  him  in  his 
office  one  morning  and  remarked,  "Governor,  we  have  a  heck 
of  a  lot  of  problems  in  this  Commonwealth.  ' 

In  his  characteristic  manner,  the  Governor  jumped  up  from 
his  chair  and  pointed  his  finger  in  my  face  and  he  said, 
"There  will  be  no  talk  about  problems  in  this  administra- 
tion!    Then  he  sat  down  again. 

I  said,  "Yes  sir.  What  have  I  done  to  offend  \ou,  Gover- 
nor?" 

The  Gosernor  said,  "Nothing.  From  now  on  there  will  be 
no  problems,  onK-  challenges  and  opportunities — that  s  what 
we  are  talking  about. 

As  President  o!  the  University  over  the  past  year,  I  might 
suggest  to  \ou  that  we  have  had  some  problems;  we  ha\e  also 
had  many  opportunities  and  many  challenges. 

I  think  I  would  be  remiss  today,  if  I  did  not  thank  Fran  for 
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the  report  she  gave  to  you  a  few  minutes  ago.  It  was  one  of 
the  most  excellent  reports  I  ha\e  heard  recentK'.  1  appreciate 
the  fairness  of  the  report  as  it  related  to  the  administration, 
and  the  objective  manner  in  which  it  was  rendered.  Thank 
you  so  very  much. 

One  of  the  primar\  and  initial  tasks  of  the  administration 
this  past  \ear  was  the  preparation  of  the  200,000,000  dollar 
universit)  budget  for  presentation  to  the  General  Assembly. 
The  task  was  not  an  easy  one. 

I  may  as  well  tell  you,  we  were  not  extremely  happ\'  with 
what  happened  to  our  Maintenance  and  Operations  Budget 
or  our  Capital  Outlay  Budget  in  the  hands  of  the  last  General 
AssembK.  We  should  ha\e  fared  better.  We  fulh  realized 
that  w ith  a  budget  shortfall  predicted,  that  mone\  was  tight. 
At  the  same  time,  the  onK  thing  we  were  asking  for  the 
Uni\ersit>  was  that  the  C^neral  .AssembK  treat  us  in  the 
same  manner  as  the\  treated  other  comparable  institutions. 
ApparentK  the  General  AssembK  was  not  aware  that  we 
ranked  with  the  Universit\-  of  N'irginia  and  Mrginia  Poly- 
technic Institute  and  State  University. 

THE  SCARAB 


In  this  regard,  the  administration  and  the  Board  of  Visitors 
have  recently  put  together  a  document  which  we  beheve 
shows  beyond  a  shadow  of  a  doubt  that  this  institution  does 
stand  as  a  comprehensive  university.  We  do  stand  side-by- 
side  with  the  University  of  Virginia  and  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute  and  State  University.  We  are  equals  in  the  diversity 
and  quality  of  programs,  in  our  research  effort,  in  our  health 
care  services,  and  in  our  community  services. 

We  are  proud  of  the  fact,  however,  that  the  General  As- 
sembly did  authorize  the  sale  of  $99,800,000  in  revenue 
bonds  to  cover  the  cost  of  a  new  hospital  and  the  renovation 
program  on  present  facilities.  Doctor  Pinson  Neal  and  his 
staff  are  dedicated  to  moving  this  project,  and  I  trust  that 
before  I  retire,  I'll  see  evidence  of  major  progress  on  the  new 
hospital. 

Speaking  of  the  hospitals,  I  want  you  to  know  that  Pinson 
Neal  and  I,  together  with  others  in  administration,  are  in 
agreement  that  you  cannot  operate  an  institution  unless  you 
know  what's  happening  within  the  institution.  We  have  expe- 
rienced good  results  from  our  consultants  on  the  manage- 
ment of  the  hospitals,  and  their  recommendations  are  being 
instrumented  by  our  own  interested  staff.  I  believe  we  are 
making  good  progress  within  the  hospital,  and  are  at  the 
point  we  know  what's  going  on. 

I  believe  that  what  we  are  building  within  the  hospitals  is 
the  development  of  a  system  of  accountability.  Other  impor- 
tant events  have  occurred  on  the  MCV  Campus  in  the  past 
year.  We  have  a  new  director  of  hospitals,  and  I  hope  you  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  meet  him.  We  have  a  new  Dean  of 
Medicine.  These  appointments  are  clearly  highlights  of  the 
year. 

Of  importance  also,  is  the  opportunity  I  have  had  in  work- 
ing with  the  MCV  Alumni  Association.  In  all  candor,  I  must 
repeat  what  your  alumni  president  said  a  little  earlier.  We 
have  not  been  able  to  see  eye-to-eye  on  all  the  problems 
which  have  come  before  us.  However,  we  have  gotten  to  the 
point  we  can  sit  down  and  talk  together,  and  I  believe  the  last 
meeting,  only  several  weeks  ago,  was  candid  and  progressive. 
I  think,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  you  recognize  that  these  two 
institutions,  separate  as  they  have  been,  coming  together, 
and  having  such  a  short  test  of  timfe  will  experience  problems 
which  have  to  be  adjudicated,  and  I  take  the  position  these 
matters  can  be  solved  when  competent,  dedicated  people  get 
together.  After  all,  we  do  have  many  common  goals  and 
objectives.  Therefore,  I  do  hope  we  can  continue  the  dia- 
logue which  has  been  going  on  for  the  last  few  months 
between  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  MCV  Alumni  Associa- 
tion and  my  office  and  staff. 

I  believe  some  of  the  items  we  must  be  very  proud  of  is  the 
fact  there  has  been  a  structural  reorganization  which  places 
us  in  the  position  to  be  more  responsive  to  people  who  have 
to  be  served  on  the  MCV  Campus. 

We  have  had  some  disappointments  this  year.  One  of  the 
most  disappointing  things  was  that  the  team  grant  program 
of  the  School  of  Dentistry  was  not  as  successful  as  we  had 
hoped.  We  got  into  a  controversy — its  not  a  secret — man\'  of 
you  read  about  it  in  the  press,  and  you  know  we  did  indeed 
experience  some  confrontation  that  we  would  have  preferred 
not  to  have  experienced. 


I  would  like  to  believe  that  one  of  the  most  important 
events  of  the  past  year  was  the  inauguration  of  the  President. 
That's  close  to  home,  but  Im  convinced  the  ceremony  was 
good  for  the  public  esteem  of  the  institution.  In  this  regard, 
I'm  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  President  of  this  institution  is 
spending  approximately  fifty  percent  of  his  time  on  the  MCV 
Campus.  I  come  here  because  it  is  a  major  part  of  this 
University.  Doctor  Neal  was  kind  enough  to  give  me  an  office 
between  his  and  Doctor  Woods'  so  they  could  keep  a  check 
on  me!  Because  of  this  exposure,  I  am  sensitive  to  the  needs 
and  the  problems  of  this  campus,  and  I  want  to  be  as  helpful 
as  I  can.  I  am  going  to  be  a  president  who  displays  interest 
not  in  just  one  campus,  but  in  the  total  University.  I  believe 
that  in  the  past  year  I  have  demonstrated  this  interest  on 
many  occasions. 

On  a  University-wide  basis,  we  have  reorganized  the  top 
structure  of  the  administration,  and  we  are  developing  an 
image  committee  to  look  at  the  total  image  of  the  University. 
We  are  trying  to  assess  our  weaknesses  on  both  campuses — to 
come  up  with  programs  which  will  effectively  change  our 
image  difficulties. 

Earlier,  I  mentioned  our  dissatisfaction  over  our  budget 
treatment  by  the  General  Assembly.  We  reported  our  budget 
analysis  to  the  Board  of  Visitors  in  March,  after  the  General 
Assembly  had  adjourned.  We  found  the  position  of  the  Rec- 
tor and  the  Board  was  that  we  must  do  something  to  oxer- 
come  this  problem  in  the  future.  We  have  put  together  a 
case,  or  a  statement,  of  the  University's  role  as  one  of  the 
three  comprehensive  universities  in  the  Commonwealth. 
This  case  will  be  taken  to  many  publics,  including  the  office 
of  the  Governor,  the  General  Assembly,  the  various  Secretar- 
ies, and  particularly  the  Richmond  delegation  to  the  General 
Assembly.  This  will  be  both  an  image  building  effort,  as  well 
as  an  effort  to  assure  adequate  funding  from  future  sessions  of 
the  Legislature.  We  will  take  the  message  across  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

In  addition  to  this  effort,  I  will  within  the  next  thirty  to 
sixty  days,  go  to  the  Board  of  \'isitors  with  a  totally  new 
concept  as  it  relates  to  the  development  program  for  the 
University. 

Let  me  conclude  by  saying  to  you  that  I  recognize  that  if 
we  are  to  make  any  progress  at  this  Uni\ersit>.  it  will  not 
necessarily  be  what  the  President  does,  but  rather  his  abilit>- 
to  bring  together  all  the  people  of  this  institution  to  carr\  on  a 
development  program  that  will  make  us  truh  what  we  want 
to  be. 

I  like  to  think  of  this  as  a  team  effort.  In  a  recent  retreat 
with  my  staff,  I  emphasized  that  we  will  make  progress  as  a 
team,  and  not  as  a  president  and  his  immediate  administra- 
tion. Therefore,  I  m  counting  heavih  upon  even,  single  per- 
son in  the  administration,  in  the  alumni,  upon  every  friend  of 
the  institution  to  gi\e  us  the  support  we  so  badh  need  in  the 
days  ahead. 

It  has  been  gratif>ing  for  me  to  be  here  toda\-.  Fran  has 
outlined  some  w a\s  in  which  the  .\lumni  .\ssociation  can  be 
of  service  to  this  campus  and  to  the  entire  L"ni\  ersit> .  I  thank 
>ou  all  ver\-  much.
